“And even more pitiful is the 
birth of a ayphilitic child—if it 
lives at all,” he said. “This should 
never happen, and it ig a terrible 
indictment of our nation that this 
still oceurs,” , 

Mise Lea said that living condi- 
lions in Canada today “very defin- 
itely contribute to promiscuous be- 
havior and, hence, to the spread of 
venereal diseases.” Other factors 
were the lack of adequate wholesome 
well-directed recreation for young 
people and the lack of responsibility 
on the part of many parents for the 
training of their children in sound 
moral principlea. 

Miss Lea said the rate of venereal- 
disease infection in juveniles, girls 
particularly, has shown a marked 


-increase during the past few years. 


Dr. Bates said venereal diseases 
are the medical symptoms of social 
neglect, 

“They arise from faulty human 
conduct and conduct is a personal 
responsibility,” he said. “You and I 
are responsible for our own conduct 
and in addition for the conduct of 
our children. Go let us pay attention 
to the medical means of diagnosis 
and treatment. by all means, but also 
Jet us remember that you and I have 
our responsibility ag well in promot- 
ing high standards of conduct for 
men and women alike,” 

Dr. Bates said the special “Stamp 
Out VD” campaign was another 
means of attracting attention to the 
importence of “this most important, 
of al) public health problema.”

To freshen stale or wilted vege- 
tables, soak them for an hour in cold 
water to which the juice of a lemon 
has been added.

water. The lemon juice cuts::.the 
filmy soap curd that may be left by 
the shampoo and leaves the nair 
ne clean.

Lemon slices, grated peel, or juice 
gives a fragrant and additionally 
pleasing flavor to such cooked, dried 
or fresh fruits as prunes, pears, 
apples, apricots, peaches, figs. and 
raisins, Lemon is an especially good 
addition to fresh apple sauce. 

To prepare the grated peel for use 
such as in the above: Grate off only 
the outer yellow portion which con- 
tains the oils that give the character 
istic flavor. This grated peel may 
then be mixed with sugar and kept 
in a tightly covered jar,

In a number of instances farmers 
have received reports from - packing 
plants that their hogs have been con- 
demned because they were ‘affected 
with tuberculosis, Dr. T, L. Jones, 
provincial animal pathologist, says 
that most of the tuberculosis in swine 
is contracted from tubercular poultry 
The obvious remedy is either to get 
rid of the infection in the poultry or 
to keep the chickens absolutely sep- 
arate from the swine, To rid the 
poultry of tuberculosis the old flock 
should be killed off.
